A telegram was received at the Ex-

W. T. J. Hays, colored, Coroner of 
Halifax county, announcing the fact 
that George W. Daniel, colored, the 
| Representative elect to the lower

Saturday night, and that Mr. Brauch 
had fled the county. 

Yesterday evening a letter was re- 
ceived from Coroner Hays, stating 
that a jury of inquest had sat upon 
the case and found a verdict to the 
effect that the shooting of Daniel by 
Branch was without provocation. 

The only particulars of this tragic 
affair that we could glean from the 
letter of Hays tothe Executive, were: 
Thaton Saturday night Daniel and 
his wife with three other persons 
were walking along the public road 
near Daniel’s house,when Mr. Branch 
galloped up the road on horseback, 
and just in rear of the party, cried 
out, clear the way, twice. The par- 
ty turned around to see what was up, 
when Branch fired upon Daniel with 
a gun loaded with buckshot and rode 
on. 

Daniel lived only one hour. The 
Coroner’s jury met en the following 
day and gave a verdict in accordance 
with the above statement. The Cor- 
oner furthermore stated that officers 
had been sent in pursuit of Branch, 
but it was believed that he had fled 
the State. 

Our readers will bear especially in 
mind that all of the above article is 
taken from the written statement of a 
carpet-bag negro Coroner, from Ohio, 
elected as such by the negro voters of 
Halifax county, and that the negro 
killed was a prominent politician in 
the county. It is possible that the 
statement may be true, and if so, Mr. 
Branch should be arrested and 
brought to justice. But, as there are 
two sides to all cases of this charac- 
ter, we prefer hearing more of it be- 
fore expressing an opinion.

SoMETHING NEU- IurokrANT TO 
FARMERS.—Yesterday we made a 
thorough of a patent farm 
fence, on exhibition at the court- 
house square, for which Mr. J. Q. 
Williams is nt for the counties of 
Chatham, Johnston and Wake, and 
Messrs. Julius Lewis & Co,, for all 
counties in the State east of Guilford. 
In the construction of the fence noth- 
ing is used but rails, save a small 
amount of wire, which can be bought 
for one cent per pound, It is astraight 
fence, with five rails to the panel, (a 

ine pole added) and is ‘‘pig tight, 
— high, and bull strong.“ Only 
eight rails to the rod is used, 4 — 
twenty-five to the rod in the old fash- 
jon, ten rail, worm fence, and in our 
opinion is a higher, stronger and 
more durable fence, arm wind aud 
water proof. The stock fence, under 
the same patent, uses only three rails 
with the rider, and is equally as 
strong. The farm right (and any 
farmer can put up the fence in accor- 
dance with the patent with as much 
ease and at one-third less time than 
the old worm fence) is sold at only 
$5.00 As it is claimed that in a mile 
of fencing five thousand rails can be 
saved, and you will then have a more 
secure and substantial fence, we must 
think it is a good thing, and there- 
fore call the attention of our farmers 


to it. at 

THE NEW CLASSIFICATION OF CoT- 
ToN.—The new classification of cot- 
ton goes into operation in all the 
markets of the United States on the 
lst of October, 1874. The five grades 

middling, middlin 2 mid - 
dling, ordinary and ordinary, 
have been reduced nearly one 
grade. The committee was com 
of twenty-four members, delegates 
from all the principal cotton ex- 
changes and bourels of trade, earnest, 
hard-working men, many of whom 
had vast experience in dealing in 
cotton, buying and shipping the 
great staple for over a quarter of a 
century.

We congratulate the committee on 
the complete success of their labors, 
in having made this classification to 
be known forever as the Standard 
American Classification, and which 
now reduces a perfect system —

A pilgrimage at Boulogne, France, 
Was last month witnessed by not less 
than sixty thousand persons. It is 
rather a prosaic town to have a cel- 
ebrating as gorgeous as this is describ- 
ed to have been; and the shrine is 
renowned, says Ga/ignani, tor the 
following incident; About the mid- 
dle of the Seventh Century a boat, 
without either pilot or sailors on 
board, entered the port of Boulogne ; 
a brilliant light shed its rays over the 
boat, which caused those on the shore 
to run to the vessel, whieh was found 
to contain a statue of the Holy Vir- 


xin, about three feet six inches in 


height, holding the infant Jesus on 
her left arm. Simultaneously the 
Virgin appeared to the inhabitants 
who were at their devotions in the 
chapel, aad informed them that, by 
commandment of the Most High, 
angels had conducted a boat to their 
parti that they were to proceed on 
Hard, Where would be found anim- 
age of herself and child, which they 
were at once to remove to their 
chapel, pending their building an 
edifice worthy of containing so great 
a treasure. Suchis the legend, and 
a matter of history that Ida, the 
mother of Godfrey de Bouillon, built 
a fine cathedral in honor of the statue, 
which was held in great respect until 


1793; not, however, without passing 


through various tribulations, such as 
being stolen, thrown down a well, 
and partially burned. The pilgrim. 
ages have been renewed since 1857, 
and apparently increase yearly.
